Seeding {8 general in 
southern and most central districts 
and is commencing in northern areas, 
Rainfall in April was below normal 
for that month, but moisture is con- 
sidered adequate for the present, ex- 
cepting in the south-central and 
south-western districts of Saskat- 
chewan and southern Alberta, Some 
soil drifting has already occurred in 
these areas, Estimates indicate that 
a larger acreage than last year is be- 
ing sown to wheat and flex, with a 
slightly ‘decreased acreage in coarse 
grains. 

Wheat seeding is well under way in 
Alberta. Moisture varies from fair to 
good and is sufficient to ensure pro- 
per germination, but high winds are 
depleting reserves and good rains will 
be required soon, Wheat acreage is 
expected to be slightly higher than 
last year, with little change in acre- 
age sown to coarse grains,

Canadian’ Garden 
Service 


Rock Gardens 


. Where there is an abrupt change in 
the level of the lawn or at the end of 
an outdoor terrace, a rock garden 
can be fitted in nicely, For a first 
class job, fair-sized, weather-beaten 
boulders should be used and these are 
generally buried about two-thirds 
deep in good soil. In the latter one 
can plant dwarf perennials and spe- 
cial alpine plants, usually specially 
listed in any good Canadian seed 
catalogue. Some of these things are 
tiny and will grow well even ir little 
pockets of soil,.To break the mono- 
tony and as a background, shrubbery 
or even an ornamental tree may be 
planted. Rock gardens should not be 
allowed to degenerate into jungles. 
Weeds must be kept removed, and 
rapidly spreading plants like dwarf 
phlox and special grasses must be 
curbed, Growth in the completed and 
established rock garden should not 
be allowed to obscure all the ones, 
which if suitably weathered, are or- 
namental in themselves, A path with 
stone steps winding through the 
rock garden will add to its attractive- 
ness, 

Keep Planting 

At the risk of repetition too much 
stress cannot be laid oh continuous 
‘planting, of the standard vegetables 
like lettuce, radish, beans, carrots, 
beets, corn, etc. All of these will 
taste much better when they just be- 
gin to reach proper maturity.. Most 
of them, especially the beans, lettuce, 
corn and such things, begin to get 
tough if left too long, The only way 
to assure a proper succession is to 
keep planting them. It is’far better, 
old gardeners say, to jbave, several 
rows of them coming Gn two weeks 
apart than all at one time. In most 
parts of Canada it is quite possible 
to keep planting many vegetables 
right up to mid-July. 

Perennials and Annuals 

Some of the most effective gardens 
are those where annual flowers are 
grouped with perennials. The latter 
are planted well apart and in be- 
tween, or in front are grouped quick 
growing and later flowering annuals, 
The latter will hide the dying foliage 
of tulips and other spring bulbs and 
they will cover the plainess of iris 
and peonies after the latter have 
bloomed. The annuals, too, are use- 
ful for filling in inevitable gaps after 
a hard winter. In laying out flower 
beds, the experienced gardener will 
plant tiny things along the front, 
These gradually lead up to the med- 
jum flowers with the tail varieties 
like delphiniums, phlox, dahlias, etc., 
at the back. Just for variety it is well 
to bring a few of the taller sorts 
forward here and there, Generally 
apeaking, smaller and slimmer flow- 
ers make a showing when planted in 
clumps of three or four. Straight 
rows should be avoided, 

Keep in Mind ne 

Two points which the gardener 
must keep in mind at this time are 
cultivation and pests. A garden kept 
well cultivated up to the middle of 
June will stay clean with little 
trouble from then on. Pests, and this 
includes weeds, @ ch more easily 
handled if caught in the earlier stag- 
es, Cultivation will take care of the 
weeds in most cases, though in lawns 
or in large and well established 
clumps, some of the new sprays are 
advisable. Bugs and disease should 
be attacked just as soén as they 
show themselves. Commiercial sprays 
are available at any seed or hardware 
store,

Mr, Hoover pleads for all people to 
gave bread and food on their tables, 
‘and for farmers everywhere to ship 
every single bushel of wheat, oats 
and barley to the market that they 
ean possibly spare from their farms. 
Even a single wagonload of grain 
will save lives that otherwise would 
be lost, Mr. Hoover urges all of us, 
country and city people alike, to 
grow large vegetable gardens so as 
to cut down our own consumption of 
bread and meats, all so that more 
food may be available to the starving 
people of Europe. 

All this concerns Europe aldne, but 
the plight of untold millions in Asia 
is even worse, So let us all try to do 
our full share, however small it may 
‘be, for even a little extra food’ may 
save a valuable life. 

ITEMS OF INTEREST IN 
THE WORLD OF FOODSTUFFS 

It has been estimated that Buro- 
pean bread grain import require- 
ments during the present crop year 
come to more than 15.6 million tons, 
compared with pre-war imports of 
‘less than 4 million tons—Poland is 
estimated to need at least 215,000 
tons of seed grain, 

Ploughing is going ahead in Argen- 
tina and Australia under very favor- 
able weather and soil conditions— 
The USA winter wheat crop is fore- 
cast at the record figure of 830,636,- 
000 bushels, based on April 1st condi- 
tions. Winter losses have been un- 
usually light—Canadian wheat ex- 
ports during 1945 totalled 329,672,- 
842 bushels, of which 113,313,762 
bushels went to the United Kingdom.

DECREASE IN INFANT 
MORTALITY 

Over the decade infant mortality 
rates decreased for all the major 
cause groups. The greatest reduction 
was made in the dysentery, diarrhoea 
and enteritis group, which decreased 
by 45 per cent, and the epidemic and 
other communicable diseases group, 
which showed a reduction of 44 per 
cent, These diseases are the ones most 
easily affected by public health meas- 
ures, such as the ensuring of pure 
water and milk supplies, adequate 
salvage disposal, and immunization, 
The use of the sulfa drugs is reflected 
in a 34 per cent reduction in the 
rate of infant deaths from pneumonia 
and influenza. The necessity for fur- 
ther improvements in pre-natal care 
of mothers and in care of prematur- 
ely born infants is indichted, however, 
by the consistently high proportion 
of infant deaths which are due to 
premature birth, the most important 
single cause of death,

Home made bread, muffins or 
scones, may have part of the white 
flour replaced by-rolled oaté>bran or 
potatoes. k 

But what about ‘the lunch box 
where the sandwich has always been 
the main stay? This knotty problem 
may be solved by serving salad, Bran 
or whole grain muffins or rolls make 
excellent accompaniments. Salads 
add more. interest to the lunch box, 
yet curtail bread consumption, If 
the salad is of the chopped variety 
pack,jt into the lunch box in a tight- 
ly covered glass container. Mould 
jelly salads individually and carry, in 
the mould, in the lunch box, 

The following recipes come from 
Canada’s Kitchen and are suggested 
as good savers of white bread. 

POTATO DUMPLINGS 

2 tablespoons fat 

% cup small bread cubes 

2 cups hot riced potatoes 

2 eggs beaten 

1- teaspoon salt 

1 tablespoon finely chopped onion 

1 tablespoon chopped parsley 

% cup pastry flour sifted 

% teaspoon baking powder 

Melt fat in frying pan, add bread 
cubes and brown, stirring frequently, 
To the riced potatoes add the beaten 
eggs, salt, onion, parsley and toasted 
bread cubes. Sift together the flour 
and baking powder and add to potato 
mixture. Blend well. Drop by spoon- 
fuls on boiling stew. Cover tightly 
and steam 25 minutes. Serve immed- 
lately, Six wefvings.:

1 cup cornmeal 

2 cups cold oatmeal porridge 
_ 2 cups whole wheat flour 
4% cups white flour . 

Dissolve yeast in lukewarm water, 
Heat milk to boiling, add fat, salt 
and molasses, Pour over cornmeal and 
let stand until lukewarm. Add por- 
ridge, whole wheat flour and dissol- 
ved yeast.

2 tablespoons sugar 

1 cup bran 

1 egg 

1 cup milk 

2 tablespoons molasses 

2 tablespoons melted drippings

and salt, add sugar and bran, Beat 
egg, add milk, molasses ande melted 
fat. Add to dry ingredients all at, once 
and stir vigorously until mixed:—do 
not beat smooth.

The co operative movement was born. The ° 
dingy little store in Toad Lane, Rochdale, was 
showing signs of progress and prosperity and * 
the far-sighted. pioneers of the new activity . 
were seeing Visions and dreaming greatly, 


. Others. were for-sighted and, far-sighted. too, 
and one dark night the front of the little store 
collapsed under a bombardment of bricks and 
cobble stones, but the movement persisted as 
all things. do when founded on the faith of 
equity and sound principles. 


We have progressed beyond the stage of. half 
. bricks and cobble stones, progressed at least in 
method, but perhaps not so much in vindictive- 
néss. Now the co-operative movement is being 
bombarded through the press and the Income 
Tax Payers Association are asking that we 
believe that co-operatives pay no income tax 
and that privatel y owned concerns do. 


What are the facts? The profit of a privately 
owned concern are taxable as income of the 
‘proprietor or proprietors, and it matters not 


whether the proprietor is one man or a syndi- 
-eate, 


The co-operative store is owned by its share- 
holders and ‘their individual patronage  divi- 
dends are taxable as individual income in ex- 
actly the sare way as though the store was 
owned by a syndicate of citizens. Where, then 
is the difference? This time yeu are not asked 
to heave a brick through a window, but to con- 
tribute one dollar (a much safer procedure) so 
that co-operatives may be taxed TWICE. Once 
on the ptofitd of the concerm which belong to 
the shareholders and that these shareholders 
pay again on their individual incomes which, 
of course, include their patronage dividends.
